The inside corners are treated in the same way, only 
with four, not three, decorated leaves, one being re- 
versed and acting as a pendant to the top one. It is 
a design of great richness and purity and perfectly 
balanced. The opposite corners are the same. This 
magnificent specimen of lace formerly belonged to 
Louis XIV. and came from Versailles.
